ETER the Detachments which were fent to 
cover the March of rhe Waggons with Ammu- 
nition for the Siege of Litle had joyn’d at Tourout 
the 27th of September, the Generals Webb and Cado- 
gan had Intelligence that Major Savary of the Regi- 
ment of Guethem had taken Poffeffion of the Peft of 
Oadenbourg : whereupon Brigadier Lansberg was fent 
thither with 600 Grenadiers under Collonel Prefton, a 
Battallion of Orkney under Collowel Hamilton, and 
that of Fune commanded by Collonel Wooght, to re- 
inforce that Poft. 

The 28th at 8 in the Morning the Cavalry were fent 
to Hooglede there to wait for the Convoy ; except 15¢ 
Horfe commanded by the Count de Lottum, who were 
fent the Night before to Oudenbourg, to carry Orders 
to the two Battallions attd Goo Grenadiers to guard the 
the Convoy as far as Koklare, and afterwards to re- 
joya the Infantry at Tourout. At Noon the Count 
de Letrum retusn'd to Tourout, and reported, chat 
having march’d-as far as Jeteghem he found an ad- 
vane’'d Guaid of the Enemy, which he drove before 
him to the Heath, where he difcover’d 16 Squadrons, 
who mounted on Horfeback’ with great Precipitation 
on the Alarm given by the advane’d Guard; whereup- 
on he had judg’d it beft to return, to give Notice of 
it, Upon this Intelligence, all the Infantry, in Num- 
ber 22 Battallions were order’d to march immediatly: 
And the Count de Lottum at the Head of the 150 
_ Horfe making the Vanguard, with the Quarter-Mafters, 
‘ and the reft of the Grenadiers who had not been de- 
tech’d, was cothmanded to gain Jeteghem by the 
Road of Wynendale. The Vanguard arriving there, 
difcover’d the Enemy at che Entrance of the Heath ; 
whereupon the Quarter-Mafters and the remain- 
ing Grenadiers: were drawn up-in Batcalia. Major 
General Webb with the Count de Naflau-Wouden- 
bourg,at the ffead of che 150 Horfe advanc’d to view the 
Enemy, giving Order at the fame Time to the Regi- 
ments to advance with the utmoft Diligence upon the 
Plain and form themfelves into Order of Battle. The 
150 Horfe were lef: under the Command of the Count 
de Lotrum at the Entrance of the Heath, to amufe the 
Enemy ; and the more to perplex them. the Quarter- 
Mafters and Grenadiers were pofted among the Buthes 
bordering the Grovnd through which the Enemy were 
to pafs. As faft 2s our Regiments came out of the De- 
file ( narrow Road or Lane ) they were drawn up in 
Battalia by general Webb and the Count de Naifau- 
'oudenbourg, to fill the Aperture which is between 

» Vood of Wynendale and the Bufhes on the other 
Je which make a forte of Thicker. Hardly were 6 of 
our Buctallions come upon that Ground; when the E- 
neiny from 19 Cannon, 9 of them of a tripple bore, 
began to Cahonade the rs0 Horfee plac’d ina lictle 
more advanc’d Poit; who notwithftanding the great 
Fire of the Enemy food firm , which produc’d the Ef& 
fe& our ‘Général expected fromir, namely the giving 
hin Timeéto draw up the Iofaarry in Batralia, to_ fill 
thé Aperture and form two Lines. The Left Wing 
Was exteaded. far behind the foremeation’d Bufhes, to: 
hinder the Enemy's pafling’ there, and to cover our 
link. Flank of tne Right, in the Woad of 
Wynendale, was plac’d ché Regiment of Heukelum 
aid on the Planck of the Lefe rhe Regiment of the 
Hereditary Prince of Heile; with Order to keep them- 
f-lves conceal’d, and not to fire till they could take the 

nemy in Flank. Plottons of Grenadiers weve order’d 
to aivance 40, Paces before the Right and Left, with 


the like Direétion : The Quarter-Mafters were plac’d’ 


on the Left,"in a Path leading turough the foremen- 
tion’d Bufhes. The Eaemy having cannonaded us three 
Hours, advanc’d againft us. on the Plain in Battalia, 
with 4 Lines of Foot and as many of Horfe.; wheres 
upon the Count-de Lortum was commanded to retire; 
and poft his Hosfe 300 Paces behind the Foot, which he 
did in very good Order. ‘Fhe Enemy continu’d their 
March directly upon us, in Number 40 Battalligns and 
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The General obferving that the Enemy fic (7 on 
their Rigikt ia among the Brthes, feat the Count de 
Naffau-Woudcnbcusg to obferve them; and ordird 
thither the Regiment of Crumbkow commanded by 
Collone! Befchgfer. B:sigadier arriv’d on the 
Right, with th@"Regiments of the Rearguerd, which 
he poilcd in the Wood of Wynendale. Half a Quarter 
of an Liour before the Fight began, the two Battallions 
and the 600 Grenadiers, who had becn detach'd under 
Brigadier Lansberg, rejoyn’d us, and form’d a third 
Line : That Brigadier had met by Accident neay Kok- 
lare our Soldiers Wives all in ‘Tears; and was theres 
upon advisd by the Collonels Prefton, Hamilicu, and 
Wooghr, to haiten to our Affiftance. Prefenrly after 
the forming .of our third Line, the Enemy began the 
Attack, and advanc’d within 15 Paces of the Battal. 
lion pofted om the Flank of ous Right, who had Jain 
hid according to the General's Order, and did not give 
theic Fire till the Enemy’s Flank was full expos'd to 
them ; bue then did fuch Execution, thae their Left 
Wing fell in Diforder among their Right, which re- 
ceiv’d from the Regiment of Grumbkow pofted on the 
Flank of our Left, at much the fame Diltance, a very 
terrible Saluce that put them all into Diforder. How- 
ever, they re:urn’d to the Charge, and puth’d two of 
our Battallions : Bue the Swifs Regiment of Albemarle 
commanded by M. Hirtzel , advane’d againit their 
Horfe, who endeavour’d’ to break into them; and by 
their vigorous Refiftance gave Time to the General 
and to the Count de Naffau-Woudenbourg to bring up 
the Regiments of Berndorf and Lindeboom, imto the 
Place of thofe who had been puth’d from their Ground ; 
which was done very nimbly: In the mean time the 
Enemy, fupported by fo many Lines, made a fecond 
Effore to penetrate; but not one of our B:ttallions 
ftirr’'d, unlefs to advance fome Pacé$. The General 
hinder’d them from prefling on tothe Purfuit, to the 
end he might not Jofe the Advantage of the two 
Flanks: His Forefight had all the Succefs that could 
have been wifh’d; for the two Regiments and the 
Grenadiers there making a continual Fire, oblig’d the 
Enémy’s two Wings to fall into their Centre, and to 
retire in great Ditorder : All their Officers could do to 


_make them turn agen, was unavailable; and they con- 


tented themfelves with making a diftant Fire at our 
Lines; and our Men anfwer'd them by Plottons, with 
the fame exact Order asif they had been only exercifing. 

M. Cadogan, who arriv’d foon after the Fight was 
begun, offer'd to charge the Enemy in their Diforder 
with two Squadrons which we had; having before 
fent Orders to 4 Squadrons rocome and joyn us, who 
could not reach us till a little before 7 a Clock. But 
*cwas not judg’d advifeable to expofe fo fmall a Num- 
ber to charge the Enemy who were fo much fuperiour, 


and had caus’d all their Cavalry to advance to cover _ 


their Retreat. 

The Fight was very fierce, and lafted almoft two 
Hours. We had 912 Officers and Soldiers kill'd or 
wounded: The mar according to the Report of . 
the: Prifoners, confirm’d by Deferters, loft between 3. 
and 4000 Men, andretirdin fo great Confufion, that 
they left their Cannon in the Woods, and did not 


return to fetch them off till 11 a Clock the next Morning, 


after they had learnt that our General had continu’d his 


March at 2 that Morning, to condu& the Convoy by ' 


the Way of Rouffelaer, after having caus’d all oue 
wotinded and many of the Enemy’s to be ¢arry’d off. 
The Advantage we gaiod is the more furprizing,in that 
we had but between fix and {>ven thoufand Men, and the

M. Grimaldi Brigadier of 
Dragoons , and M. Pontoja Collonel of Foot were 
kill’d, and are much lamented. The Count de Ja Mo- 
the hop’d to hinder the paffing of any thing from Oft- 
end, by ficzing che Potts of Oudenbourg and Leffin- 
gen. We have an Account from divers Parts, that no 
more than 250 Waggons got to Menin, feveral of which 
were fill’d wich Men wounded in the Aétion, and o- 
thers loaded with Salr, Vinegar, and Brandy; and thae 
no more than 200 reach’d the Camp before Lifle. A 
Letter from the Marthalde Boufflers dated the 30th 
advifes, that the Night before the y attackda 
Traverte in the Righe Tenaille, and fprung a Mine 
under it: That M. gu Daugaon Captain of the Gre- 
nadiers of the Regiment of Touraine, defended it an 
Hour with extraordinary Valour, and then retir’d to a- 
nother Traverfé, from which he repuls’d the Befiegers, 
who in this Attack had, above 400 Men kill’d with 6 
Captains; and were not yet Mafters of any intire Work 
of the Outworks of the Place. He adds, that the ar- 
rival of the Succours of 1800 Men brought into the 
Town by the Chevalier de Luxembourg, had extreme- 
ly rejoy’d che Burghers and the Garrifon. That Cheva- 
lier fet out from Doway the 28ch at 3 in the Afternoon, 
with 2000 Carabineers, Horfe,and Dragoons,who befides 
their Arms carry’d each a bufil and 60 Pound of Pow- 
der. On the Way they were joyn’d by M.de Tour- 
nefort with fome chofen Troops frem the Grahd Army. 
They crofs'd the Enemy's Camp by feigning themfelves 
to be Germans, and enter’d the Town by the Gate of
